1 32 does not correct the 
deficiencies of the earlier declarations. There is not enough information provided 
concerning how the recording sheets of the prior art were reproduced for the examiner 
to identify any differences between recording media which are being compared. In 
particular, the examiner has little or no information concerning coating thicknesses of 
applicants' examples and the examples conducted by applicants to represent the prior 
art. Since applicants represent that differences in cracking are due in part to the 
difference in the type of silica used, i.e. "precipitation or gelling method" rather than 
fumed silica, they need to demonstrate that they have held other factors which may hael'Ve-.
